Let  us  see  how  much  this  Olid 
similar  prophesies  of  misery  and 
hardship  are  worlli  iu  the  li.ht  of 
experience  and  history  in  tbe  iuiiufcd 
iate  past. 

The  bland- Allison  Bill  giving  ue 
partiul  r  uionTUimtiou  of  silver,  was 
attacked  on  its  passage  through  Con¬ 
gress  by  the  same  newspapers  of  New 
York,  and  the  sntuu  prophesies  of  ruin 
made  th  it  were  never  fulfilled,  Mini 
which  ti  e  newspapers  were  obliged 
to  bmiibly  take  back,  in  order  to  keep 
themselves  from  being  repudiated  by 
tbe  reading  j  ublic. 

Tbe  tirst  wur  on  silver  began  when 
Lbs  leading  bunkers  of  New  York  City, 
1-11  Juuuiry  Gf-  1878,  called  a  great 
meeting  to  opl***-  tbe  passage  of  tbe 
bill,  nud  appointed  a  committee  to 
draft  a  report  or  protest*  expressive 
of  tbeir  opiniou  of  the  evils  to  result 
from  the  prup»»aod  legislation. 

Tbe  meeting  was  beld  iu  the  Clasr- 
ing  housi  on  January  0,  1878,  fifty 
days  before  silver  e*>iutigH  begun.  Slid 
was  an  imposing  affair.  Almost  all 
the  bank  i,  trust  and  insurance  com¬ 
panies  df  the  city,  and  many  of  those 
nf  Boston,  Philadelphia  aud  other 
cities  were  represented  by  their  lead¬ 
ing  ('flit*  rs. 

Tluit  report,  among  other  dire  ca- 
bouiticS  said : 

A  1  ip. 1  Mcia I  revolution,  important 
far  re-afi'ung  ami  untimely,  has 
length  Aurt led  lilt  nation.  The  m&gui 
tude  of  llu*  change  is  such  that  compar¬ 
atively  few  fier-mns  can  he  marie  to 
believe  that  such  a  measure  is  ur  can  be 
seriously  entertained  by  Congress." 

"It  will  be  a  blow  struck  at  tbe  very 
vitals  of  society  most  (lentous  to  its  ex¬ 
istence. v 

The  New  York  Times,  February  21 
1878,  said,  eight  days  before  silver 
coinage  began: 

"It  will  l»e  well  for  the  American 
people,  if  it  awakens  in  tioie  to  a  s^use 
of  its  terrible  danger. 

The  Newark  Daily  Advertiser  said 
before  silver  coinage  began : 

"Silver  if  coined  will  drive  our  gold 
and  paper  money  out  of  circulation  and, 
affect  labor,  prudtice  and  all  the  Iran 
sactionk  of  Ufa  unfavorably.” 

“Government  bonds  will  greatly  de- 
precialfc  and  among  the  greatest  suffer¬ 
ers  thiyu^h  the  depreciation  will  be  the 
saving^  'Minks  and  through  them  the 
pour,  tin  saving,  tbe  industrious  and 
the  thnfiv  throughout  the  country, 

"It  is  a  laid  and  uncertain  state  of 
tiiiugs,  altogether  shameful  to  the  coun< 
try,  dishonoring  to  its  credit  and  pre¬ 
cipitating  ruin  upon  thousands.” 
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TLeiNew  York  Tribune,  March  2, 


"The  blow  to  our  honor  aud  tq  our 
material  interests  has  fallen  and  noth¬ 
ing  can  lessen  the  disgrace  or  avert  the 
injury,  A  day  of  reckoning  will  come 
when  |lns  country  begins  to  feel  aud  to 
underhand  the  miseries  iyhich  thia 
measure  entails.” 

Tbe  New  York  Herald,  March  1, 
1878,  |he  day  coinage  begku,  said: 

"Till  Silver  Bill  has  not  only  robbed 
us  plupip  of  fifty  millions  of  gold;  it 
lias  not  only  deprived  u*  of  power  to 
i>orrori  money  at  low  interest  abroad 
develop  our  resources  ;  it  is  sending  our 
own  Apiial  to  foreign  countries  for 
security  Aside  from  the  loss  of  good 
name,  iit  is  rapidly  and  surely  impover¬ 
ishing  the  country.” 

Harpere’  Weekly,  March  6,  1878, 
aaid,  five  day  a  after  silver  coinage  be- 
g»»:  1 

Thf  Very  shadow  of  an  i&sue  of  sil¬ 
ver  ha#  brought  disaster  and  embarrass¬ 
ment.’*’ 

•  The  cruelty,  the  injustice  of  forcing 
a  debased  currency  upon  our  nation  is 
already  .felt  among  us.  The  Attribution 
has  e  >sfo  before  the  act  was  consum¬ 
mated  ** 

The  Bland  Allison  Bill  became  a 
law  Febiuary  28,  1878. 

The  silver  leader*  had  predicted 


an  inflow  of  gold,  a  check  to  falling 
prices,  relief,  confidence,  prosperity  ; 
their  opponenta  had  prophesied  an 
outflow  of  gold,  panic,  disaster  and 
ruin. 

What  were  the  actual  resulfo  of 
that  legislation  T 

An  almost  immediate  business  re¬ 
vival.  A  steadily  rising  tide  of  pros¬ 
perity. 

The  New  York  Herald,  March  25, 

1878,  twenty  five  days  after  coinage 
began,  took  water  aud  said  : 

"There  is  a  more  general  feeling  of 
improvement  in  financial  circles.  There 
neem  to  be  no  sufficient  cause  to  prevent 
a  change  for  the  better  in  business,  such 

indeed  is  stated  to  be  already  fqlt 
throughout  the  country.” 

The  New,  York  Times,  March  25, 

1878,  twenty-five  days  after  silver 
coinage  lieguu,  sen  tenuously  asked  : 

Are  better  times  at  hand?” 

It  is  a  consolatory  thought  that  w  e 
working  steadily  toward  better 
times.*! 

New  Ymk  Tribune,  July  15.  1878, 
four  and  one-half  mouths  after  coin¬ 
age  began,  said : 

With  actual  increase  in  business  al¬ 
ly  a|tpan-tu,  and  with  every  reason 
expect  still  greater  advance,  the 
preeqiect  for  the  future  is  brighter.” 

a  word  alggit  "the  blow  to  our 
honor,  material  interests,”  etc.  I 

We  might  go  on  anil  quote  a<l  in - 
vji/  i'um  from  the  leading  financiers, 
and  from  the  echeit  g  but  misleading 
pie-s,  showing  p  a. Any  by  theu'  ioul- 
u  cut  lifer  predictions  and  fair-weather 
admissions  that  they  were  false  proph¬ 
ets  of  financial  disaster  and  national 
dishonor,  and  we#e  forced  by  sheer 
logic  of  events  to  eat  their  own  words. 

The  public  credit  never  suffered 

jui  the  operation  of  either  the  Btund 
Silver  bill  or  the  Sherman  bill.  After 
the  miutB  begun  to  coin  silver  and 
coin  certificates  went  into  circulation 
irom  1878,  stagnation  ceased.  Labor 
was  in  demand,  confidence  was  re¬ 
stored,  a  rising  tide  of  prosperity  set 
iu,  and  it  was  due  to  silver  legislation 
more  thun  to  any  other  cause  that  the 
premium  ou  gold  disappeared  and  all 
forms  of  money  aud  currency  were 
of  equal  purchasing  power.  Every 
assurance  of  the  silver  advocates  was 
verified,  ever}  prediction  of  their  op- 
p.<uents  turned  out  to  be  1  bsurdly 
wrong. 

There  was  uo  further  trouble  until 
1893,  when  what  has  come  to  be 
known  iu  history  as  “tbe  Bankers' 

Panic1*  was  precipitated  from  Wall 

Street,  in  a  systematic  contraction  of  They  wRnt  ^  briQR  M  ta  a  16  hour  da(jr. 
the  bank  currency.  This  bus  caused^  Btrike  to  stop  the  descent,  not  to 


present  bard  times,  aud  the  demftod, 
through  the  Republican  party,  that 
the  Cleveland  Carlisle  policy  of  bond- 
issues  and  deals  to  discredit  silver 
und  keep  tbe  mints  closed  against  its 
coinage  shall  become  tbe  settled  pol¬ 
icy  of  tbe  uation. 

Against,  this  policy  of  discrediting 
silver  the  Republican  party  declared 
in  1892,  but  in  1896  reversed  its  po¬ 
sition  and  practically  endorsed  what 
it  and  Mr.  McKinley  bad  condemned 
Mr  Cleveland  for  doing. 

Against  this  suicidal  policy  stood 
every  true  statesman  of  both  parties, 
and  against  it  none  more  honestly,  we 
believe,  tba^Hon.  William  McKinley 
in  1892,  whefi  be  said  to  the  Repub 
lican  League  of  Ohio  : 

"During  all  of  his  (President  Cleve¬ 
land’s)  years  at  the  head  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  he  was  dishonoring  one  of  our 
precious  metals,  one  of  our  great  pro¬ 
ducts,  discrediting  silver  and  enhancing 
the  value  of  gold.  He  endeavored  even 
before  his  inauguration  to  office  to  stop 
the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  and  after¬ 
wards  and  to  the  end  of  his  administra- 
,  tevn  nenusteutlv  used  bis  powqr  tft  that 
the  circulating  medium  and  demonetize 
one  of  tbe  coins  of  commerce,  limit  the 
volume  of  money  among  the  people, 
make  money  scarce  and  therefore  dear. 

"He^ouldhave  increased  the  value 
of  money  and  diminished  the  value  of 
everything  else,  money  the  master, 
everything  else  tire  servant” 

Major  McKinley,  as  a  candidate  be¬ 
fore  the  St.  Louis  Convention,  should 
have  stood  by  Lis  convictions  on  the 
silver  question,  as  did  Senator  Teller. 
In  that  event,  William  Jennings  Bry- 
aa  would  not  to  day  be  making  the 
most  remarkable  campa:gn  the  coun¬ 
try  has  ever  known.  He  will  Burely 
b<*  elected,  and  will  restore  prosperity 
to  tbe  country,  unless  the  intimida¬ 
tion  of  the  people  prevails  ana  mon¬ 
ey  coerces  manhood  to  a  much  greater 
degree  than  we  can  conceive  possible 
in  this  enlightened  age.  And  by  in¬ 
timidation  we  distinctly  mean  that 
which  is  openly  attempted  by  the 
false  prophets  of  the  press,  Satan’s 
Clergy,  when  they  prate  of  “honest 
money”  and  try  to  make  us  believe 
that  the  election  of  Mr.  Bryan  “will 
make  the  coming  winter  one  of  misery 
aud  hardship  for  employer  and  em¬ 
ploye  alike.”  The  preas  is  filled  with 


cuercive  appeuls  to  the  stomachs,  to 
the  baser  instincts  of  humankind,  to 
the  fears  afid  prejudices  aud  sectional 
bate  of  voters,  but  Mr.  Bryan  stands 
upon  a  higher  level.  He  makes  bis 
appeals  to  the  better  nature  of  men 
aud  women,  to  their  sense  of  justice 
and  true  patriotism,  as  in  hiu  New 
ark  s{ieech  a  few  days  ago  he  said  :

on  the  baclis  of  those  who  toil,  then — • 
aud  not  tilN  theu-1-can  you  prove  to 

t  that  1  hel  gold  standard  can  prevail 

the  Uuitld  States. 

“When  you  can  prove  to  no  that 
the  people  would  rather  have  this 
Government  run  by  syndicates  l him 
run  it  themselves  you  can  prove  to  me 
thut  the  gold-  slmidurd  will  prevail, 
mid  not  uuril  theu.  When  >011  can 
prove  to  me  that  the  masses  of  tli 
people  prefer  lo  have  greut  trusts  m< 
iiopolize  (Ini  business  of  this  c  ninti; 
drive  the  hutuhle  busmans  mini  out  > 
business  and  then  prey  upon  isupr. 
tecled  society,  not  until  then  can  you 
prove  to  me  that  the  people  will  vote 
to  sustain  the  Republican  party,  sup¬ 
ported,  as  it  is,  by  all  the  trusts. 

A  GIRL  STrTkE  LEADER. 

Lottie  Peraky.  On*  of  tin-  N<  w  York  Dtrik 
Ing  Clothing  M»U«n>. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  young 
women  on  the  cast  side  at  the  present 
time  is  Lottie  Pcrsky,  the  lb-ycar-oUl 
leader  of  the  girl  cloth  ing  uiukcrs  who 
are  now  011  strike  iu  New  York.  Miss 
Peraky  is  a  Russian  Hebrew,  a  workt 
in  tile  shops  herself.  She  is  scarcely 
five  feet  tall,  has  a  wealth  of  red  hair 
and  more  sound  common  sense  than 
most  girls  of  her  age.  She  led  the  girl 
strikers  last  year,  and,  although  Hho 
will  not  be  designated  as  a  leader  in 
the  present  trouble  with  the  contractors, 
she  admits  that  she  is  taking  an  active 
part  in  the  effort  to  secure  a  ten  hour 
day  for  herself  and  her  fellow  workora 

“I  am  not  an  agitator,  ’’  she  said. 
“No,  and  I  am  not  a  modern  Joan  of 
Arc,  as  they  call  me.  I  am  simply  a 
working  girl  who  is  striking  with  other 
working  girls  against  u  state  of  things 
which,  if  knowu  to  the  world,  would 
bring  ns  universal  sympathy.  There  are 
a  dozen  of  ns  who  do  our  best  to  run 
this  strike  properly,  and  all  rhe  rest 
contribute  ideas,  so  that  in  reality  we 
are  all  leaders.  We  do  not  hope  to  gain 
much  by  this  strike.  If  we  are  two 
weeks  out,  we  cannot  make  up  that  loss 
in  a  year.  But  we  have  to  strike.  Wo 
are  forced  to  it  Each  year  they  tack  a 
few  more  hours  ou  to  our  working  day.

IT  PRESAGES  WAR. 

Tb«  Advent  of  tbe  Seventeen  Year  Locust 
Denotes  Bloodshed. 

On  the  outspread  wings  of  the  17 
year  or  pharaoh  locust  the  lines  of  the 
letter  W  can  be  clearly  traced.  There  is 
a  popular  suiienjtitiaH  that  the  letter  W 
means  war. 

I11  1894  these  locusts  appeared  and 
marched  across  the  country  ou  a  sweep¬ 
ing  line  of  devastation.  The  Japanese- 
Chinese  war,  the  most  momentous  affair 
of  its  kind  in  the  present  decade,  fol¬ 
lowed  immediately  after.  Just  1 7  years 
before  tbe  noisy  pest  was  agaiu  abroad, 
and  that  was  the  year  before  the  great 
Russo  Tur Irish  war.  Seventeen  years 
previous,  in  1860,  the  locust  was  with 
us  again,  and  1860  was  the  year  before 
tbe  civil  war.  In  1843  the  locust  again 
cast  itself  upon  tbe  nation,  and  the 
Mexican  war  occurred  one  year  after. 

Back  of  this  few  remember  whether 
the  locust  was  on  hand  or  not,  but  if 
there  is  any  logical  pertinency  in  his 
name  he  should  have  come  in  1863, 
which  brings  us  to  a  grand  epoch  in  the 
world’s  history — the  Greek  revolution 
and  the  independence  of  all  the  South 
American  states  and  Mexico.  The  Semi¬ 
nole  war  in  Florida  followed. — New 
York  Journal.

Every  time  one  of  these  shells  is  fired 
during  the  government  test  it  will  cost 
#600.  So  the  #60, 000  set  aside  wont 
last  a  great  while  uftef  uiL 

Tbe  shells  in  use  at  the  present  time 
are  huge  hollow  conical  bullets  uf  steel. 

Insjcle  is  the  “bursting”  charge  of  tyow- 
def.  The  steel  is  very  thick,  in  order 
that  the  shell  may  not  be  cruxbui  $h  vt 
leaves  the  gun.  Consequently  the  caivity 
is  so  small  that  it  will  not  contain  u 
large  charge.

The  inventor  claims  that  it  will 
not  be  broken  by  the  discharge  from  (In* 
gun,  owing  to  a  certain  and  very] im¬ 
portant  modification.  An  ordwiury  shell 
is  'fjcircled  at  Its  reur  ond  by  a  ring  of 
copper,  which  ia  of  greatsr  diameter 
than  the  conicdl  project il.i.  Where  1 1* 
latter  is  fired,  Ihe  soft  copper  is  pressed 
into  tho  groove*  of  the  rifling  ou  th#  in¬ 
terior  of  tho  bqrc,  and  in  this  way  the 
sh*  11  sequin*  the  rotAry  motion  iu»co# 
sury  to  make  it  go  straight  to  the  murk. 

The  Inventor’s  idea  is  to  place  the  top¬ 
per  ring  s round  the  front  cud  of  the 
projectile  instead  of  ait  tho  rear,  ‘i'hi* 
modification,  he  asserts,  will  keep  th" 
shell  from  breaking  tip.

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Hucli  a  projectile  will  do  fearful  dam¬ 
age  on  striking.  It  is  hard  to  sue  how  a 
warship,  struck  fairly  by  one  shell  of 
this  kind,  could  escape  very  serious  if 
not  fatal  damage.  Imagine  a  conical 
bullet  u  foot  In  diameter  and  neurly  t* 
tall  a*  u  iiian,  filled  with  the  pout  up 
energy  represented  by  400  pounds  of 
gun  cotton  I  What  could  resist  the  force 
of  its  expiation?  Wreck  and  carnage

Thi  ’xplnsive  shell  is  not  expected  to 
pierct  he  thick  armor  of  a  battleship, 
but  it  i  able  to  enter  the  unprotected 
ends  i  the  war  vessel  and  make  havoc 
ltwidt  That  is  one  way  in  which  the 
abow<  of  small,  bunting  projectiles 
throw  by  rapid  fire  guns  at  the  battle 
of  the  ralu  did  sqch  fearful  damage. 
The  i  teriug  shell  works  mischief  in 
three  ays :  It  makes  a  bole,  it  sets  fin 
to  the  oodwork  all  arifcnd  and  it  lib¬ 
erates  iffocatiug  fumes. 

If  o  of  the  new  style  shells  effected 
an  eut  nee  into  the  strongest  battle¬ 
ship,  t  :  latter  would  be  immediately 
rend*  hors  de  combat.  Tbe  warships 
of  th#  ture  will  have  to  be  absolutely 
inasmuch  as  it  has  been  proved 
by  the  perienee  of  tbe  Yalu  fight  that 
all  woe  York  aboard  is  likely  to  be  set 
on  fire  the  explosive  projectiles.
